SAYS FIRST WHITE CHILI) 
BORN IN AMERICA WAS SWEDE 


A "HUN” OF THE CIVIL WAR 


H ardly a man is now alive who re­ 
members that famous day and 
year 
when a thrill of horror went through 
the N orth as the news came that 
a 
Confederate cavalry general, one Jno. 
McCausland. had led his troops into 
Cham hersburg, Penn., on 
the 
th ir­ 
teenth of July, 1864, and burned the 
greater part of that 
town 
to 
the 
ground. 
In an hour this inconspicu­ 
ous 
brigadier-general 
who, 
with 
"Stonew all” Jackson, had been a pro­ 
fessor at the Virginia M iiltary Insti­ 
tute prior to the war. became one of 
the most execrated of men. 
He was 
declared an outlaw, a brigand, a vio­ 
lator of all the decencies of w ar and 
the laws thereof; a beast who warred 
on women and 
children. 
Had 
the 
word “H un” been in use then it would 
instantly have been applied to this 
de«troyer of private property. It was 
openly 
declared 
th a t no 
quarter 
would be granted him 
if 
he 
were 
caught—and he was so nearly caught 
by General W. W. Averell just a week 
later that he lost his artillery, three 
flags, nearly all his wagons, 420 pris­ 
oners. including thirty-eight officers, 
besides about a hundred killed 
and 
wounded. 
No m atter 
what 
might 
happen to General Robert E. Lee or 
to “Jeff" Davis.

TH E SPORT OF W INTER FISHING 


A boy at Sturgeon Bay, Wis., may 
skip school to go fishing in 
winter, 
while in most localities this opportu­ 
nity presents 
itself

springtim e 
only. 
For years Sturgeon Bay has yield­ 
ed m any w inter days of sport to an ­ 
glers young and old. The new season 
has just begun. 
Rude fishing shacks 
dot the ice-covered bay and the hoys 
and oid 
men 
are 
yanking 
large 
strings of perch and herring through 
the ice. 
Subzero w eather or driving wind­ 
storm s do not daunt the w inter fish­ 
erm an, who has learned to make his 
pastim e warm and com fortable. 
He 
builds him self a little shack, made of 
a wood fram e, covered 
either 
w ith 
heavy paper, canvas or tin. 
The lit­ 
tle stru ctu re is only about four feet 
square. 
H eat is provided by a rude 
stove 
made from a powder can. 
The shack 
is mounted on sleigh runners and can 
be moved about easily. 
If the angler 
finds th at an ice hole is not yielding 
satisfactorily, he drags the shack to 
another spot and tries hia luck there. 
Equipm ent of the ice fisherman is 
sim ple. 
He carries an ice chisel, 
a 
long crow bar flattened and sharpened 
at one end. 
This he uses

holes in the ice. 
A box upon which 
he seats him self while he fishes,
